THE FORMAL resolution of ap- 


pointment possibly will be pre- 
sented at a special meeting called 
for Thursday on a zone matter.

From 
that date until Sept. 1, 1954, the 
salary will be on the basis of 
38,000 per year (present salary 
$7,220) and from Sept. 1 to Aug 
31, 1955. $9,000. 


Additional duties, the Council 


finds, more than justify the in- 
crease. Principal of these, cur- 
rently, is the transfer of consoli- 
dated parks and recreation, now 
under Public Works Director D.

Junge for the position so ably 
filled by Ray Osborn, we are of 
the opinion that a step has been 
taken that will permit us to con- 
tinue our study of departmental 
operations and to effect changes 
for the best interests "of the city. 
We are agreed that supervision 
of parks and recreation should be 
transferred to Mr. Junge 
at 
once." 


WUkinson said that possibly his

we named three directors who 
had been actively 'connected with 
city government.

Gas Case 
Will Get

Supreme Court 
Reverses Itself 


WASHINGTON oft — The 
Su- 


preme Court has reversed itself 
and agreed to review a ruling 
that the Federal Power Commis- 
sion is required to fix prices, on 
interstate sales of natural gas by 
companies which produce 
and 
gather the fuel. 


The high tribunal last Nov. 30 


had refused to consider the rulinc 
by the U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the District .of Columbia. 


Reconsideration of the Novem- 
ber refusal was asked by the 
Phillips Petroleum Co. and the 
states of Texas, Oklahoma and 
New Mexico. 


The Appeals Court ruling here 


had upset a finding by the Power 
Commission that Phillips was not 
a natural gas company within 
the meaning of the natural gas 
act and that 
the 
commission 


therefore had no jurisdiction over 
its rates. 


During the lengthy litigation, 


the 
states 
of 
Wisconsin 
and

THE FORMAL resolution 
of ap­

his new duties Feb. 15. 
From 
that date until Sept. 1, 1954. the 
salary will be on the basis of 
$8,000 per y ear (present salary 
$7,220) and from Sept. 1 to Aug.

Parity 
is a standard set by law to pro­ 
vide farm ers a fair price in rela­ 
tion to the cost of things they 
m ust buy .

1. A national sy stem of com­ 
pulsory health insurance as part 
of the federal social security pro­ 
gram . There would be pay roll 
levies on income up to $4,800 a 
y ear, the levies to be 3 per cent, 
split between employ ee and em ­ 
ploy er. I|j addition, there would 
be contributions from general tax 
receipts to cover people not cov­ 
ered by the .social s e c u r i t y 
.sy stem, and all people covered 
would get full m edical and hos- i 
pita I care.

This plan would not rule out 
private health insurance plans, 
but if it went into effect, virtually 
every 
wage 
earner 
would 
be 
covered by it. 
2. A sy stem in which the gov­ 
ernm ent itself would not have an 
insurance sy stem , but 
w o u l d

“ grants-in-aid” 
to 
the 
states to help them set up state- 
operated ‘health insurance plans. 
The governm ent would also aid 
private insurance plans by allow­

“Unfortunately , there are gov­ 
ernments or rulers who do not re­ 
spect the elemental decencies of 
international conduct, so that they 
can properly be brought into the 
organized family of nations. 
“That is illustrated by the re­ 
gime which now rules the China 
mainland.”

It d eman d ed that he bo ri'quired to 
choose between leachin g school an d build ­ 
in g, arguin g that high school teachers should 
be paid en ough so they could put in all their 
workin g hours on in structin g pupils. 
The board retorted 
that

position to en force such a rulin g, .sin ce it 
would in ev itably result 
in

n umber of 
resign ation s. Both sid es hav e good argu­ 
men ts, which complicates the problem. The 
sJiortage of qualified leacher.s is .such that 
board s mu.st offer such in d ucemen ts as they 
con sid er proper. On the other han d , a situa­ 
tion that {)crn iits a teacher, or requires him, 
as hi' secs it, to d o outsid e work is far from 
id eal. 
In d eed it must 
he amolioratefl 
if 
ed ucation i.sn ’t to suffer ev en more than 
It has.

Con gress but this would be the way to jus­ 
tify the 2-cen t fed eral tax.

But I thin k that it is more than a matter 
of emotion al appeal. I thin k it is a matter 
of men tal d ev elopmen t. Surely we must 
see that in this won d er age of commun ica­ 
tion with the rad io an d the telev ision youn g 
people get a much d eeper an d ev <*n broad er 
ed ucation than the youn g people of my time 
or the youn g people of the time of the 
foun d ers of our n ation . 
Surely it is clear that their mental proc­ 
esses hav e been dev elo ped earlier when 
they hear and see the news and the dis- 
russio n o f impo rtant matters and ev ents on 
the rsdio and telev isio n ev ery day . They 
learn to much mo re In just daily liv ing, as 
distteeuished from the ho urs o f fo rmal in­ 
structio n in scho o l, than we did. They re­ 
ceiv e a tremendo us amo unt o f info rmal edu­ 


cation in a more attractiv e man n er than we 
ev er d id . 
Those who argru* again st lowerin g the 
ag(' to 18 an swer the “old en ough to fight, 
old en ough to v ote” argumen t with two con - 
ti'n tion s. First, they say that this simply isn ’t 
so bi'cause a man of 21 is d ev eloped more 
men tally just as a man at 35 i.s more d ev el­ 
oped an d more experien ced than a man of 
21. It IS their belief that at 18 a man takes 
military ord ers an d follows better than a 
man three years old er. It seems, accord in g 
to their argumen t, in the three-year span 
between 18 an d 21 a man becomes less 
amen able to ord ers aitd to bein g less of an 
automatic reflex robot.

In other word s, this theory is on the basis 
that the less a man kn ows, the better the 
old ier an d fighter he is. Now that run s a 
little con trary to the military con cept of 
promotin g a man up the ran ks. When a 
former fiv e-star gen eral an d the gen ius of 
our World War II v ictory recommen d s that 
an 18 -year-old be allowed to v ote, this argu­ 
men t of military ability again st lowerin g the 
age is l('ss impressiv e. It’s a little hard to 
follow the argumen t that a man at 18 is 
a better fighter than at 21 while a man at 21 
is a better v oter than a man at 18. 
The secon d con ten tion is that the “old 
en ough to fight, old en ough to v ote” argu­ 
men t is n ot realistic for the simple reason 
that at least half of the 18 -year-old s are 
n ev er called upon to fight an d are n ev er 
d rafted —because they are 18 -year-old girls. 
This con ten tion is carried on e step further 
by their claim that 18 -year-old girls are n ot 
men tally capable of v otin g. That is a rid icu­ 
lous claim. 
For those who claim that 18 -y ear-o lds 
aren ’t mature en ough and smart eno ugh to 
v ote, I recommen d that they watch and lis­ 
ten to the youth fo rums o n telev isio n and 
rad io. They w'on ’t fin d smarter, to -the-po int, 
sharper question s than tho se tha y o ung 
people ask.

THE .BULLETIN points 
out 


that for the first time in * long 
while the majority of the busi- 
ness forecasts made by the na- 
tion's economists are for a down- 
turn.

THERE IS a third opinion, the 
Bulletin reports, also common 
along businessmen 
as well as 
politicians, "that booms and de- 
pressions are wholly a matter 
of social psychology. The idea 
is that if the general psycho- 
logical atmosphere is optimistic, 
business will be good without re- 
gard to other considerations, and 
that if, on the contrary, every- 
one expects a J"pression, one is 
bound to come regardless of 
sound underlying conditions. 


"A recent addition to this 
opinion has been the idea that 
any discussion of the possibility 
of a recession or depression is 
C o m m u n i s t propaganda, de- 
signed to undermine business 
confidence. 


But," the Bulletin concluded, 
"there is a great resemblance be- 
tween this 'psychological' theory 
and the theory that all bodily 
illness is the result of mental 
attitude, and that spiritual heal- 
ing is better than medicine or 
surgery for all such troubles."

THE OPPOSITE op inion, the 
Bulletin continued, “is that the 
economic world has not so much 
a catastrop he.”
